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FURTHER  LIGHT  ON  EARLY  NINETEENTH-CENTURY 
FINDS  ON  EADGAR  PENNIES  FROM  CO.  DUBLIN

In  a  paper  in  the  February  1973  number  of  this  Bulletin  (pp.  47-50),  Mr  C.  S. 
Briggs  and  the  present  writer  published  a  letter  from  John  Lindsay  (1789-1870)  to 
George  Petrie  (1789-1866)  dated  5  January  1841  and  preserved  among  the  Larcom 
MSS  in  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland.  In  this  letter  the  Cork  collector  was 
commenting  on  the  Dublin  antiquary’s  offer  of  what  was  clearly  a  very  considerable 
number  of  Eadgar  pennies  ‘found  at  Ballock’,  and  we  suggested  that  ‘Ballock’ 
might  be  the  modern  ‘Ballough’  near  Lusk  in  the  north  of  Co.  Dublin.  In  a  letter 
printed  in  the  March  1973  number  of  the  Bulletin  (pp.  89  &  90),  Mr  A.  C.  Gunter  of 
Dublin  proposed  an  alternative  identification  of  ‘Ballock’  as  ‘Bullock’,  i.e.  Bullock 
Harbour  just  north  of  Dalkey,  a  suggestion  already  made  quite  independently  in  a 
letter  to  one  of  us  from  Dr  Colm  Brady  of  Dublin.  Mr  Gunter  went  on  to  suggest 
that  Dr  Petrie’s  coins  could  well  derive  from  Lindsay’s  Dalkey  find  of  1838,  but  there 
seemed  an  insupable  objection  in  the  circumstance  that  the  only  recorded  find-spot 
for  a  major  Eadgar  hoard  emanating  from  the  Dalkey  area  and  discovered  in  or 
shortly  before  1842  is  one  from  Dalkey  itself  and  not  from  Bullock.  This  is  the  hoard 
of  approaching  seventy  pennies  of  Eadmund,  Eadred,  Eadwig  and  Eadgar  which 
came  to  light  during  the  construction  of  the  Concert  Hall  at  the  Queen’s  Royal

Hotel,  and  which  was  largely  disposed  of  to  the  British  Museum  in  1843  by  a  Grafton 
Street  jeweller,  Richard  Peter,  with  Petrie  perhaps  hovering  discreetly  in  the  back¬ 
ground. 

Already  in  1839  Lindsay  ( Coinage  of  Ireland ,  p.  135)  had  referred  to  an  1838 
discovery  of  three  pennies  of  Eadgar  ‘near  Dalkey’,  while  in  1842  ( Coinage  of  the 
Heptarchy ,  p.  125)  he  appears  to  have  subsumed  this  account  into  a  description  of 
‘upwards  of  sixty  coins  of  Edgar’  discovered  ‘a  few  years  since  near  Dalkey’.  On 
pp.  1-18  of  JRSAI  XCI,  i(i96i),  the  present  writer  accepted  Lindsay’s  apparent 
and  very  plausible  conflation  of  what  seem  now  to  be  two  quite  distinct  finds,  and 
demonstrated  the  extent  of  the  Queen’s  Royal  Hotel  hoard’s  representation  in  the 
British  Museum  trays.  The  old  tag  thesauri  non  sunt  multi plicandi praeter  necessitates, 
remains  in  general  a  sound  principle,  though  the  1961  paper  did  in  fact  quote  (pp. 
7  &  8)  a  letter  from  Edward  Clibborn  dated  30  June  1868  wherein  Petrie  is  quoted  as 
having  commented  on  the  quantity  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins  found  in  the  vicinity  of 
Dalkey,  and  while  we  had  only  the  one  Castle  House/Queen’s  Royal  Hotel  find-spot 
the  association  of  the  1838  find  lacking  precise  provenance  with  the  Peter/Petrie 
parcel  illustrated  in  1842  and  sold  in  1843  necessarily  had  an  aura  of  inevitability. 
Pending  further  evidence,  then,  a  verdict  of  ‘not  proven’  was  the  best  that  could  be 
offered  as  regards  the  suggestions  of  Mr  Gunter  and  of  Dr  Brady,  though  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  two  distinct  finds  from  Dalkey  and  its  neighbourhood  in  the  years  1838- 
1842  was  one  which  began  increasingly  to  exercize  the  present  writer. 

In  the  summer  of  1973  these  doubts  were  communicated  by  him  to  Mr  James 
Graham-Campbell,  M.A.,  now  of  University  College,  London,  but  then  of  Univer¬ 
sity  College,  Dublin.  Mr  Graham-Campbell  had  been  making  a  special  study  of  the 
Vikings  in  Ireland,  and  in  particular  had  combed  a  very  considerable  body  of  manu¬ 
script  material  preserved  in  such  repositories  as  the  National  Library  of  Ireland 
and  the  Library  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy.  In  the  autumn  of  1973  he  was  in 
consequence  an  obvious  person  to  be  given  details  in  advance  of  publication  anent  the 
sensational  tenth-century  find  from  Dunmore  Cave,  and  his  reply  to  the  writer  dated 
4  December  1973  included  the  following: 

‘You  have  mentioned  to  me  the  [ possible ]  existence  of  two  Dalkey  hoards  so  that 
you  probably  have  the  enclosed  reference  .  .  .’ 

The  reference,  new  in  fact  to  the  present  writer,  was  to  an  unnumbered  page  among 
many  blank  ones  at  the  end  of  a  manuscript  Sketch-Book  of  Antiquities  belonging  to 
Sir  William  Betham  (1779-1853)  and  now  preserved  in  the  National  Library  of 
Ireland  (press-mark:  Tx.  1959 — olim  Elmes  Catalogues  1945a).  Water-colour 
drawings  of  four  coins  are  captioned : 

‘Found  at  Bullock  (1838)  in  the  county  of  Dublin  by  the  quarryman  of  Mr 

Alderman  Arthur  Perrin  in  blasting  the  Granite  Rock  lying  between  the  natural 

interstices  of  the  stone.’ 

The  name  of  the  Alderman  is  obscured  by  correction  in  the  same  hand,  but  the 
Dublin  directories  of  the  period  in  fact  contain  the  name  of  an  Alderman  Arthur 
Perrin,  while  the  first  two  letters  of  the  surname  allow  of  no  ambiguity.  The  drawings, 
of  very  high  quality,  are  of  three  pennies  of  Eadgar — to  be  noted  is  the  coincidence 
with  Lindsay’s  account  from  the  following  year — and  of  one  Bristol  penny  of  Edward 
I  apparently  of  Fox  class  IX  and  so  to  be  dated  to  the  very  first  years  of  the  fourteenth 
century.  Clearly  all  four  coins  were  not  lost  on  one  and  the  same  occasion.  Of  the 
three  Anglo-Saxon  pieces  two  can  be  read  without  undue  difficulty.  One  is  a  circum¬ 
scription  penny  by  the  moneyer  Fastolf,  and  the  other  a  two-line  penny  by  the  moneyer 
Grid,  so  that  again  there  is  complete  agreement  with  Lindsay’s  1839  description. 
The  third  Anglo-Saxon  coin  is  a  fragment  of  a  penny  of  two-line  type  which  can  be 
given  to  the  moneyer  Adelaver  only  by  reference  to  other  more  legible  specimens, 
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so  that  Lindsay’s  silence  on  this  score  is  perfectly  understandable.  What  seems 
obvious,  though,  is  that  the  1838  discovery  consisted  of  three  Anglo-Saxon  coins  and 
of  three  only.  In  other  words  one  can  no  longer  go  along  with  any  suggestion  that  the 
Bullock  find  of  1838  is  the  same  as  the  much  larger  discovery  in  which  Petrie  was 
trying  to  interest  Lindsay  in  January  1841. 

As  observed  in  a  private  letter  of  1973  to  Dr  Brady,  however,  the  “Ballough” 
hoard  cannot  be  the  same  as  that  which  P’eter  sold  to  the  British  Museum  in  1843 — 
the  exact  find-spot  of  this  last  is  known  and  is  in  Dalkey  and  not  by  any  stretch 
of  the  imagination  in  Bullock.  On  the  other  hand,  re-examination  of  the  ambiguous 
hand  of  the  Lindsay  holograph  of  5  January  1841  has  convinced  me  that  Dr  Brady 
and  Mr  Gunter  are  right  when  they  suggest  that  the  find-spot  of  the  major  Eadgar 
hoard  there  being  offered  for  sale  is  Bullock.  Despite,  then,  the  Ockhamite  saw 
rather  than  razor  that  thesauri  non  sunt  multiplicand praeter  necessitatem ,  we  are  thrown 
back  on  the  hypothesis  that  there  were  found  between  1838  and  1842  in  the  south 
of  the  Co.  Dublin  no  fewer  than  three  parcels  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins.  The  first  was 
the  little  find  from  Bullock  made  by  Alderman  Perrin’s  quarryman  in  1838.  The 
second  is  the  hoard  of  ‘upwards  of  sixty  coins’,  all  apparently  of  Eadgar,  which  Petrie 
acquired  in  1840  and  which  likewise  came  from  Bullock.  The  third  is  the  slightly 
larger  hoard,  with  pennies  of  Eadgar  this  time  only  predominating,  which  had  been 
acquired  by  Peter  by  1842  and  which  had  come  to  light  in  Dalkey  itself.  Three  hoards 
in  as  many  years  may  seem  a  little  improbable,  but  there  is  Petrie’s  neglected  remark 
to  Clibborn  concerning  the  abundance  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins  found  in  and  around 
Dalkey.  To  be  stressed,  too,  is  the  fact  that  both  the  1838  and  the  1840  finds  are 
described  by  Lindsay  as  from  ‘near  Dalkey’  and  not  as  from  Dalkey  itself,  and  the 
Betham  sketchbook  is  final  proof  that  Bullock  was  thought  of  by  the  Cork  numismatist 
in  these  terms. 

Possessors  of  the  Inventory ,  then,  may  wish  to  make  a  number  of  consequential 
additions  and  corrections.  For  the  1838  find  there  will  need  to  be  an  entirely  new  entry 
on  the  following  lines : 

BULLOCK,  near  Dalkey,  Co.  Dublin,  no.  i,  1838. 

3  Ail  Anglo-Saxon  pennies.  Deposit:  c.  970. 

England:  Eadgar — BMC  type  i,  Adelaver,  1 ;  Grid,  1.  BMC  type  iii,  Fastolf,  1. 
The  coins  came  to  light  in  quarrying.  A  Bristol  penny  of  Edward  I  recovered 
on  the  same  occasion  appears  unrelated.

For  the  1940  find  the  additional  entry  proposed  in  the  February  1973  note  should 
now  be  modified  to  read  something  as  follows : 

BULLOCK,  near  Dalkey,  Co.  Dublin,  no.  2, 1840  (?). 

65  AR  Anglo-Saxon  pennies  of  Eadgar.  Deposit:  c.  970. 

The  coins  appear  all  to  have  been  of  the  one  reign,  and  predominantly  if  not 
exclusively  of  BMC  types  i  and  iii.

The  1868  figure  of  two  hundred  coins  seems  inflated,  and  Lindsay’s  1842 
estimate  of  ‘upwards  of  sixty’,  corroborated  by  Gaskin,  is  to  be  preferred  now 
that  it  appears  that  the  hoard  was  actually  offered  to  him.  In  1841  the  coins 
were  in  the  possession  of  George  Petrie,  the  original  owner  having  been  a 
Dr  George  Smith  of  Ballybrack. 
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For  the  Dalkey  find  proper  the  summary  on  pp.  15-16  of  the  1961 JRSAI  generally 
holds  good,  but  the  number  of  coins  should  now  appear  as  ‘71  +  ’,  and  the  date  of 
discovery  as  ‘1842  (?)’.  The  total  of  Eadgar’s  BMC  type  i  pennies  of  Grid  should 
be  reduced  to  1,  and  of  BMC  type  iii  pennies  of  Fastolf  to  2,  and  from  the  biblio¬ 
graphical  references  there  should  be  deleted  both  the  references  to  Lindsay  as  well 
as  that  to  Meyler. 

The  recognition  of  three  distinct  finds  from  the  Dalkey  area,  two  from  Ballock 
and  one  from  Dalkey  itself,  means  that  there  are  now  on  record  at  least  seventeen 
finds  from  Ireland  which  include  one  or  more  pennies  of  Eadgar.  In  die  case  of 
fourteen  the  Eadgar  pennies  are  the  latest  English  coins  to  occur,  and  it  is  instructive 
to  draw  up  a  table  that  will  illustrate  the  very  uneven  temporal  incidence  of  tenth-

The  concentration  at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  of  the  century  is  indeed  remarkable, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  appearance  in  the  course  of  the  text  year  or  so  of  Mr 
Richard  Hall’s  definitive  check-list  of  Viking-age  coin-hoards  from  Ireland  will 
encourage  students  of  Irish  history,  and  not  just  numismatists,  to  ponder  very 
carefully  the  problem  of  why  there  should  be  such  marked  chronological  fluctuation 
in  the  pattern  of  such  hoards  as  have  been  recovered  and — perhaps  more  importantly 
— recorded  in  modern  times. 

A  ITALIAN  TRAVELOGUE

From  Assisi  to  Rome;  a  gentle  run  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  leaving  Assisi  after  the 
main  High  Mass  of  the  morning  about  mid-day,  arriving  in  state  at  the  steps  of  the 
grandiose  portico  of  the  British  School  at  Rome  about  4.30  p.m.  Owners  of  Minis  and 
Triumphs  raised,  as  it  were,  their  lorgnettes  and  exclaimed,  “In  a  bubble  car?”. 
Nevertheless  my  bubble  car  was  allowed  in  and  sat  safely  in  the  drive  for  two  weeks 
while  I  got  to  know  Rome,  the  Vatican  and  Ostia  with  a  selection  of  their  coins.  All 
problems  of  accommodation  and  lack  of  contacts  vanished  on  reaching  Rome  and 
settling  in  among  the  Artist,  Classicist  and  Historian  scholars  who  live  in  the  British 
School  for  one  or  two  years  as  part  of  their  scholarships.  There  was  even  another  coin 
enthusiast  there  who,  under  the  guise  of  classics,  was  pursuing  what  promises  to  be  a 
superb  study  of  part  of  the  silver  and  gold  coinages  of  Augustus.  We  had  met  before 
and  we  both  looked  forward  to  endless  hours  of  coin  talk.  At  mealtimes,  however,  we 
were  thwarted  by  a  delightful,  but  determined,  young  lady,  who  said  we  should  talk 
instead  about  subjects  that  normal  people  were  interested  in.  We  concurred,  for 
there  were  21  other  hours  left  in  the  day  when  we  could  talk  coins,  museums,  dic¬ 
links,  and  mint  organisation. 
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I  arrived  in  Rome  on  Sunday  afternoon;  at  10.00  a.m.  on  the  Monday  morning, 
thanks  to  some  very  able  preparation  by  my  coin  colleague,  I  rang  at  the  door  of  the 
Museo  Nazionale  and  was  ushered  in  to  meet  the  keeper  of  coins.  The  main  object  of 
my  visit  to  the  great  Baths  of  Diocletion,  in  one  wing  of  which  the  National  Museum 
at  Rome  is  based,  was  to  see  and  list  the  coins  dredged  up  in  the  late  1800s  when  the 
Tiber  was  straightened  and  tidied.  These  are  the  only  large  number  of  coins  in  Rome 
whose  exact  provenance  is  undoubted  and  the  9,141  coins  are  divided  into  a  larger 
collection  of  8,070  and  a  smaller  one  of  1,071.  These  groups  have  always  been  kept 
separate  so  that  they  were  presumably  found  in  completely  separate  operations  but 
there  are  intriguing  differences  and  similarities  between  the  groups  which  make  for 
speculation  on  their  relationships. 

Both  Tiber  I  and  Tiber  II  comprise,  almost  entirely,  bronze  coins  except  in  the 
very  last  gasp  of  the  base  silver  coin  around  250.  This  puts  the  Tiber  finds  in  a  very 
different  class  to  most  other  site  finds  where  silver  is  seldom  in  a  preponderance  but 
always  holds  its  own  against  bronze  and  usually  overtakes  it  in  the  later  second 
century.  The  Tiber  finds  have  another  peculiarity  in  their  content  of  small  change — 
the  quadrantes  and  semisses  from  Augustus  to  Claudius  I.  As  in  every  other  site 
group  these  low  value  coins  are  few  in  number  but  they  do  form  a  greater  proportion 
in  the  Tiber  finds  than  elsewhere  and  so  presumably  show  that  they  were  an  appreci¬ 
able  part  of  the  money  circulating  in  the  capital  in  the  first  century.  A  glance  at  the 
coinage  of  Augustus,  however,  shows  us  that  small  change  must  have  been  used  in  a 
way  rather  different  from  our  own  use  of  pennies  and  halfpennies — Tiber  I,  136 
sestertii  (Tiber  II,  4),  I — 2395  asses  and  dupondii  (II — 75),  I — 64  semisses  and 
quadrantes  (II — 53).  Under  Nero,  around  A.D.  65,  the  picture  had  changed  for  I  had 
65  sestertii  (II — 8),  I — 124  dupondii  and  asses  (II — 181),  and  I— 13  semisses  and 
quadrantes  (II — 27).  Before  these  figures  can  be  used  we  ought  to  decide  what  these 
two  deposits  represent.  Some  people  suggest  that  they  cannot  be  used  for  comparison 
with  site  finds  because  they  are  “obviously”  made  up  of  hoards.  This  view  is  attrac¬ 
tive — how  else  to  explain  2395  dupondii  and  asses  of  Augustus  in  a  total  of  8,000 
coins  ?  But  the  coins  do  run  right  through  to  the  fifth  century  in  reasonable  order, 
and  other  sites — Este  for  instance — have  equally  large  clusters  under  Augustus. 
I  favour  a  general  theory  of  loss— in  small  purses,  individual  coins,  the  occasional 
coin  in  the  river  for  good  luck,  and  the  deposit  therefore  represents  for  me  a  sample 
of  casual  coin  loss  in  Rome  throughout  the  four  centuries  of  Empire.  This  view  of  the 
deposits  leads  on  to  many  interesting  ideas,  but  I  will  restrict  myself  here  to  two,  and 
and  leave  the  rest  for  my  theoretical  article  on  coins  in  England,  France  and  Italy. 

There  is  a  very  definite  move  in  coin  use  in  the  first  century  which  seems  at 
present  to  be  capable  of  only  one  explanation — inflation.  The  Tibtr  finds  provide  a 
very  good  example  and  many  other  sites  echo  the  Tiber  evidence.  The  smallest  coins, 
which  I  have  called  small  change,  are  always  more  common  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  century  A.D.  than  at  the  end.  Semisses  are  struck  into  the  second  century  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  they  are  dropping  out  of  use  after  the  reign  of  Claudius.  I  read 
this  as  “coins  of  low  value  were  becoming  of  increasingly  less  use” — and  assume  this 
is  because  prices  were  rising.  There  is  other  evidence,  literary  and  archaeological, 
that  this  was  so,  and  all  the  evidence  therefore  hangs  neatly  together.  I  would  guess 
that  prices  in  Rome  rose  by  about  a  factor  of  2  to  4  during  the  first  century  A.D. 
which  would  give  us  an  inflation  rate  of  around  3-4  per  cent  per  year.  I  gather  that 
this  is  the  rate  which  the  Treasury  uses  for  its  calculations  on  our  present  inflation  so 
perhaps  things  are  not  as  bad  as  we  thought.  If  we  follow  the  same  course  as  the 
Roman  Empire  we  can  expect  a  sudden  drastic  rise  around  the  end  of  the  century  of 
nearly  ten  per  cent  per  year.

Tickets  and  Passes.  Referring  to  an  item  in  your  January  1971  Bulletin  page  32  “Tickets 
and  Passes”  No.  TP300.  This  is  a  check  from  the  Forresters  Music  Hall,  Broadmead  (Kent) 
value  6d;  are  you  sure  that  this  is  Broadmead,  Kent  ?  I  know  that  Montague  Guest  refers  to  a 
Broadmead,  Kent,  with  regard  to  a  tavern  the  “Elephant  and  Castle”.  At  present  I  haven’t 
located  a  Broadmead,  Kent,  but  that  doesn’t  mean  to  say  that  there  isn’t  one. 

Why  I  query  this  allocation  is  that  there  is  a  Broadmead  in  Bristol  (now  the  centre  of  the 
main  shopping  area).  In  this  Broadmead  there  was  a  Music  Hall  called  the  Alhambra.  Now  in 
Feb.  1873  the  local  Forresters  purchased  this  place,  and  they  continued  to  rim  part  of  it  as  a 
Music  Hall,  until  it  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  June  1874.  They  relinquished  the  property  in  1880. 
The  check  that  I  have  seen  of  this  Music  Hall  is  of  a  similar  design  to  checks  issued  by  other 
taverns  in  the  Bristol  area,  so  I  have  allocated  it  to  the  Bristol  Broadmead. 

Also  there  was  a  tavern  the  Elephant  and  Castle  on  the  corner  of  Broadmead,  Bristol,  now 
gone.  I  have  recorded  checks  of  the  Elephant  and  Castle,  Broadmead  (no  Bristol  on  check) 
which  I  have  allocated  to  the  Bristol  Broadmead,  rather  than  the  Kent  Broadmead,  mainly 
because  two  other  taverns  in  Broadmead,  Bristol  issued  checks  (with  the  name  Bristol  in  the 
legend,  though  one  without  the  name  of  the  tavern),  the  date  of  issue  about  the  same  time  as 
that  of  the  Elephant  &  Castle  and  the  Forresters  Music  Hall. 

I  hope  that  this  may  be  of  interest  to  you. — John  Dumell,  Bristol. 

Editor’s  note:  There  is  a  Broadmead  in  Kent  but  as  it  is  only  a  small  hamlet,  which  is  un¬ 
likely  to  have  had  a  music  hall,  we  think  Mr.  Dumell  is  correct  in  reattributing  this  check 
to  Broadmead,  Bristol. 
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THE  BRITISH  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY 

At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Society,  Dr.  Tatler  read 
a  paper  entitled  “The  Bury  Coinage  of  Edward  I  with 
the  name  of  Robert  de  Hadelie”.  After  giving  a  short 
historical  introduction  to  the  coinage  of  Edward  I,  Dr. 
Tatler  explained  that  Robert  de  Hadelie  was  the  moneyer 
to  the  Abbot  of  Bury,  and  that  he  issued  coins  in  1280 
bearing  his  own  name  instead  of  that  of  the  mint.  No 
written  instructions  regarding  the  coinage  had  been 
issued  to  the  Abbot,  only  verbal  instructions.  Irregu¬ 
larities  in  the  Bury  mint  had  been  suspected,  and  a 
commission  had  been  held  to  inquire  into  them.  The 


findings  of  this  commission  were  not  known,  but  Robert 
de  Hadelie  ceased  to  hold  office  in  1287.  The  speaker 
had  based  his  evidence  on  176  coins,  and  these  were 
struck  from  19  obverse  and  31  reverse  dies.  This 
accorded  with  the  usual  practice  of  the  issue  of  one 
standard  to  2  trussel  dies. 

Dr.  Tatler  then  went  on  to  discuss  the  dies  of  the 
coinage.  He  paid  particular  attention  to  the  irregular 
die  G,  and  mentioned  the  views  of  Mr.  Stride,  Dr.  Mate, 
and  the  Fox  brothers.  The  latter  numismatists  had  said 
that  this  die  was  the  first  used  by  Robert  de  Hadelie, 
but  he  doubted  this.  At  this  time  irregularities  occurred

in  different  mints,  due  to  the  pressure  of  work,  and 
ignorance  by  the  strikers.  The  irregular  G  die  could  be 
the  work  of  an  inexpert  die  cutter.  Because  of  the  findings 
of  the  commission  the  name  of  Robert  de  Hadelie  no 
longer  appeared  on  the  coins.  The  change  would  have 
taken  place  in  October  1283.  He  continued  to  strike 
coins  with  the  name  of  the  mint  until  1287.  The  dies 
bearing  the  name  of  Robert  de  Hadelie  were  used  more 
than  those  of  the  later  coins  bearing  the  name  of  the 
Bury  mint.  Finally,  Dr.  Tatler  said  that  the  survey  of 
the  Bury  coinage  of  Robert  de  Hadelie  was  not  yet 
complete. 

London  Numismatic  Club.  On  Wednesday  6tli 
February,  at  6.30  p.m.  Mr.  David  Sellwood,  B.Sc., 
M.I.Mech  E.,  gave  a  talk  to  the  Club  on  “Coin  Por¬ 
traits”.  The  object  of  the  talk  was  to  cover  as  extensive 
a  ground  as  possible  from  the  earliest  times  up  to  the 
present  day. 

Their  depth  of  relief  made  ancient  Greek  coins 
amongst  the  most  beautiful  ever  struck.  Some  examples 
shown  of  these  were  the  famous  “Owl”  tetradrachms  of 
Athens,  the  Decadrachm  of  Syracuse  showing  a  portrait 
of  Persephone  and  a  drachm  from  Larrissa  showing  a 
facing  bust  with  a  flat  nose.  The  Greek  treatment  of  hair 
was  interesting,  often  showing  stylised  locks  giving  an 
almost  celestial  quality.  The  first  portraits  of  actual 
men  were  found  on  coins  of  the  Persian  satraps  of  Asia 
Minor.  The  extensive  series  struck  by  Alexander  III 
ostensibly  show  the  head  of  Herakles  in  a  lion’s  skin  but 
probably  was  meant  to  show  the  king  himself.  Alexanders 
successors  in  the  remote  provinces  of  the  empire  con¬ 
tinued  to  strike  Greek  style  coins.  The  Seleucids  often 
wore  interesting  headgear  as  did  King  Eucratidies  shown 
with  a  hat  resembling  a  pith  helmet.  The  Parthians 
overthrew  their  Seleucid  overlords  and  their  coins  often 
show  Greek  style  portraits  with  lifelike  beards  and  hair  in 
concentric  waves.  The  later  coins  however  declined  in 
artistic  merit  as  did  those  of  their  successors  the  Sas- 
sanians  whose  portraits  were  in  lew  relief,  made  neces¬ 
sary  by  the  wade  thin  flans  on  which  they  were  struck. 

Roman  coins  often  showred  their  rulers  “warts  and  all” 
as  in  the  case  of  Nero  to  whom  history  has  given  a  bad 
press.  This  reality  w'as  shown  in  most  portraits,  the  lines 
of  worry  on  the  face  of  a  Trajan  Decius  or  the  unlovely 
features  of  the  empress  Severina!  The  style  of  the 
portraits  however  declined  so  that  by  the  fourth  century 
a  much  more  stylised  portrait  came  to  be  shown.  This 
tradition  was  continued  by  the  Byzantines  who  often 
showed  an  idealisation  of  a  monarch  with  no  real 
individuality. 

Early  Anglo-Saxon  sceats  with  faces  drawn  using 
pellets  were  a  pleasant  if  unreal  representation.  In  this 
series  again  the  portraiture  declined  with  occasional 
improvements  as  in  the  case  of  the  pennies  of  Edward 
the  Confessor.  The  Henry  VII  groat  showed  a  fine 
Renaissance  style  portrait  on  a  par  with  coins  being 
struck  in  contemporary  Europe.  Elizabeth  I  was  the  first 
British  monarch  to  mill  coins  and  a  great  advance  can  be 
seen  in  her  portraits  over  those  of  the  mediaeval  period. 

Mr.  Sellwood  concluded  his  talk  by  bringing  the 
British  coins  up  to  date  and  briefly  examining  continental 
coins  including  some  choice  examples  from  the  Holy 
Roman  Empire.  The  evening  w'as  terminated  by  the 
thanks  of  Mr.  Frazer,  the  President,  who  reflected  the 
view  of  the  Club  that  the  talk  had  been  enjoyed  by  all.
